My dear and venerable friend. 

I received with great pleafure your 
friendly and affeftionate letter of tyov. 
30th, and f thar.k you alfo for the 
frankiiefs of it. Between men in pur - 
fuit of truth, and whofe objeft is the 
happiuefs of man both here and here¬ 
after, there ought to be no referve.— 
Jsven error has a claim to indulgence, if 
not to refpeft, when it is believed to 
be (ruth. I am obliged to you for your 
v affectionate remembrance of what you 
ftUe my fervices in awakening the pub¬ 
lic mind to a ileclararion of indepen¬ 
dence and fupporting it after itWavdft- 
^larc.d. I-alfo/'like you, have often 
looked back on thofe times, and have 
.thought 1 hat jf independence had not 
been declared at'the time-it was. the 
public mind could not * have been 
brought uo to it afterwards. It wtll im¬ 
mediately occur to you who were fo in¬ 
timately acquainted with the fituation 
of things at that time, that I a lludc to, 
the black times of fcverily fix: for 
fbo'I know, & you my friend alfo know 
they were no other than the natural 
coufequences oi the militsuy blunders 
of that campaign, the country mfght 
have viewed them as proceeding from 
9 natural inability to fupport its caufe 
againftthe enemy, and have fudk un¬ 
der the de lpotidency of that mifeon- 
.ceivcd idea. This was the imprefll- 
on againll which it was necelfary the 
.country (hould be ftrongly anima¬ 
ted. 

f now come to the fecond part of 
your letter, on which .1 (hall.be as frank 
with you as you are with me. ’'But 
(fay you) when I heard you had turn¬ 
ed your mind to a defence of infi¬ 
delity, I felt my/elf much aftonilhed, 
&c.” What my good friend, do you 
call believing in (?od infidelity ) for 
that is the great point maintained in 
the Age of Re ay on againll all divided 
beliefs and allegorical divinities. The 
biftiop of Landaff, (Dodfor Watfon) 
uot pnly acknowledges this, but pays 
qie/ome compliments upon it in hi* 
'anfwer to the fecond’part of that work,

,What then [my much eftcemed 
fr.iend for I do not refpeft you t|se jefs 
becaufe we differ, and that perhaps not 
much, in religious fentimentsl what, 
I a(k, is this thing called iafidclity } If 
we go back to your attceftors and mine, 
three or four hundred years ago, for wo 
mud have had fathers St grandfathers 
or we (hould,not be here, we (hall find 
them prayipg to faints and virgins, and 
believing in purgatary and trajnfubftan- 
tiarion, according to our forefathers 
belief. If we go back to times more 
antient we (hall again be infidels ac- 
' cording to tfie belief o\ fomeOthtr fore¬ 


fathers. 

The cafe, my friend is, that tfie 
World has been over-run with fable and 
creeds of human invention, with fefta- 
riei of whole nations, againft other na¬ 
tions, and fedlaries of thofe fedlaries in 
each of them againft each other .-—'y 
Every fedlary,'except the quakerj.has 
been a perfecutor. Thofe who fled 
from perfecution persecuted in their 
turn, and it is this confuflon of creeds 
that has filled the world with persecu¬ 
tion and deluged it with blood. E- 
yen the depredation on your commerce 
fey the Barbary powers, fprang from the 
/crufades of the church againft' thofe 
powers. It was a w»r of creed againft 
•creed, each boafling of God for its au¬ 
thor, and reviling each other with the 
name of infidel. If I do not believe 
as you believe, it proves that you do 
not believe as I believe, and this is al) 
that it proves.' • 

There is however one point of uni- 
on wherein all religions meet, and that 
is in the firft article of every man's 
creed, that has any creed at all. I be¬ 
lieve in God. Thofe who reft here,' 4 c 
there are millions who do, cannot be 
Wrong as far as their creed goes. Thofe 
who chofe to go furjthar may be wrongs 
for it is impomble that all can De right 
fihee there is fo much contradiction a- 
mong them. • The firft, therefore, ar.c 
in my opinion on the fafeft fide. 

I perfume you are fo far acquainted 
with eccleliaftical hrftory as to kuow, 
and thie hilltop who has anfwered me 
has been obliged to ackonwledge the 
faft, that the books that compofe the 
New Telliment were voted b yyeat and 
nays to be the ward of God a s you now 
Vote a law, by the popifh councils* .ef 
Nice and Laodecia, about 1450 years 
ago. With refpeft to the fail there is 
no difpute, neither do I mention it for 
the fake of controverfy. This vote 
may appear authority enough' to fome, 
& not authority enough to others. It is 
proper however that every body (hould 
know the faCl. 

With refpedl to the Age of Rtafm, 
which you fo much condemn, arid that 
I belitve without having read it, for 
"you fay only that you heard of it. I 
wiU inform you of a circumftance be¬ 
caufe yop cannot konw it ^by othej 
means. 

I have/aid in the firft .page of the 
firft part of That work, that it had long 
fieen my intention to publilh my 
thoughts upon religion, but tfiat I re¬ 
served it to a later time of life. I have 
now to inform you why I wrote it and 
publilhed it at the time I did. 

• In the firft place,'! faw foy life in 
Continued '"danger. My friends were 
jailing us faff -as the guillotine could 
cut their heads off, and as I every 
day expelled the fame fate, I rcfolved 
to begin tny tyork. I appeared to my- 
feif to be on my death bed, for death 
Was on every fide of tnc* and I had 
no time to lofe. This accounts foe 
my writing at the time I did, and. fo 
nicely did the time and the intention 
meet, t[iat I had not finifhed the firft 
part of that work more than fix hours 
before I was acceded and taken to pri- 
fou. JoelJkrlpw was with me, J* knows 
the (aft. ^ 

In the fecond place, the people of 
France wore running headlong into A-

by various means' for feveral years paft 
to overturn the federal conftftution of- 
tablilhed on the reprefentative fyllem, 
and plaqegovernifient in tl»j new wdrld 
Dn.the corrupt fyftem of the old. To 
acporaplilh this, a large ftanding army 
W*» neceflary,' and m a pretence for 
fuch an army, the danger of aipreign • 
ipvafion mull be bellowed forth, froui

'cannot,'as the quakers fay, find free¬ 
dom in my mind to acquit them.-—— 
Their anti-revolutionary driftrines in- 
Vire fufpicion even againft one’s wilj . 
and in fpite of one’s chari>y to bclievb 
well of them. ; 

As you have given me one feripturo 
phrafe f will give you another for thofp 
miniflers. It is laid in Exodus, chap¬ 
ter 22. verfe 28. >• Thou Jhalt not re¬ 
vile the godi, nor curfe the ruler of ttiy 
people .”
